Six Bay Area counties an- 
nounced “shelter in place’ 
orders for all residents on Mon- 
day — the strictest measure of 
its kind yet in the continental 
United States — directing ev- 
eryone to stay inside their 
homes and away from others as 
much as possible for the next 
three weeks in a desperate 
move to curb the rapid spread 
of coronavirus across the re- 
gion,
